Perhaps no other street in any other 


city in America has had a more in- 
tensely interestine; or varied career, 
has housed a more notorious popula- 
tion or is kno-nn so far and wide as is 
The Bowery in New York City. 


"Bouwerie" Is a Dutch word which 


corresponds to our word "farm." The 
extensive estates or Great Bouwerie of 
Governor Peter Stnyvesant whom his- 
tory^records was the last and the best 
of the governors of the Dutch colonies 
in America were loc ated alon^ the up- 
per east side of New Amsterdam (now 
New York city). Bouwerie Lane was 
the main road leading north from the 
wall behind and protecting the city to 
Governor Stuyvesant's Bouwerie. It 
extended from about where Chatham 
square now stands to the vicinity of 
the present junction of Third and 
Fourth avenues. Bouwerie Lane was 


Lane, which name in turn (about 1807) 
gave way to The Bowery which was 
handed down to and is used by the 
present generation. 


A tavern, known as Bowery House, 


was built on this road. The village 
stirroundinK it gradually came Into ex- 
istence. The location of this com- 
munity was between Second and Six- 
teenth streets and east of and along 
Second avenue near the location of 
the present Stuyvesant square. The 
Bowery (Bouwerie Lane) was one of 
the first-named streets in the "Ne^v 
World." 


The Bowery, notorious in the ex- 


treme for years and years, nfc the hang- 
out of lawless boys and others of a 
questionable character, has in more re- 
cent times taken on a new and a bet- 
ter life. The street at the present time 
is made np and patronized by a popula- 
tion of many nations and of many 
walks in life a,nd is lined with a seem- 
ingly endless string of cheap stores, 
amusement houses, lodging places and 
pawn shops. 
Into the latter 
are 


brought by shiftless individuals any- 
thing and everything that can be car- 
ried and which has a pawnable value. 
I once heard about an old Bowerite 
who had a wooden leg which he 
pawned dally as ho started out on n 
round of begging, reclaiming his pep 
with the same regularity as he re- 
turned to his hangout at night. 


Governor Stuyvesant died in 1072.

cob's beloved wife, was especially 
loved by his father. Because ol 
partiality shown by Jacob, Josepr 
brethren hated him. This hatred was 
fanned into flame by his making known 
to his brethren certain dreams. There- 
fore, when his father sent him to in- 
quire after the welfare of his brethren, 
they sold him a slave to Midianite 
merchantmen who in turn sold him to 
the Egyptians. Under a false charge, 
made by Potiphar's wicked wife, he 
wus cast into prison.

Pharaoh's 
servants, 
and later 


Pharaoh's dream, Joseph -was provi- 
dentially exalted to be Prime Minister 
ol Egypt. He put on a great conserva- 
tion scheme, which provided against • 
the bitter famine which came upon all 
that country. This sojourn in Egypt 
taught Israel in a new way to trust 
God, welded them into a nation, trans- 
formed them from a nomadic to a set- 
tled life, and gave them acquaintance

In all probability he chose the _ five 
who would make the best appeara'nce. 
He knew the great importance of first 
Impressions. 


3. Their Request to Pharaoh (w. 


3, 4). 
Joseph anticipated Pharaoh's 


questions and put the proper words 
Into their mouths to use in making 
their desires known to Pharaoh: 'ILet 
thy servants dwell in Goshen." 


4. Pharaoh's Response (w. 5, 6). 
(1) His gracious offer. They were 


to enjoy the best of the land accord- 
ing to their choice. 
He dealt with 


them very liberally. 


(2) Positions of trust offered to cap- 


able men among them. He knew how 
capable Joseph was and surmised that 
some of his brethren might be like- 
wise gifted. 
This gracious offer was 


because they were related to Joseph.

members of Iowa State college, is one 
of the most" dangerous diseases that 
threaten flocks.

Poultry manure contains fertilizing 


constituents which would cost 20 to 
25 cents as commercial fertilizers. The 
average night droppings of a hen are 
30 to 40 pounds annually. 
A flock of 


100 hens at this rate would produce 
S20 to §25 worth per year. To pre- 
vent loss of the fertilizing constitu- 
ents, sifted coal ashes may be used on 
the dropping boards as an absorbent. 
AVood ashes or lime should not be 
mixed with the manure. 
As poultry 


manure is particularly 
adapted 
to 


gardening, poultry raisers can often 
dispose of it at a good price. Such 
management will add a little to the 
profits from the flock.

in Any Chicken Flock 
. 


Feather-pulling destroys -a - "'flocfcl ^ 


When a cock begins to look as if he 
were- picked on the neck and breast 
you may then begin to watch for the 
hen that is doing the mischief; and 
she should be removed at once, as she 
will teach the habit to others If she 
remains with the flock. Feather-pull- 
ing is a vice that comes from confine- 
ment and idleness. There is no rem- 
edy for it, but it may be prevented by 
so feeding the fowls that they will be 
compelled to scratch. They should be 
fed meat and bone-meal, plenty of 
grass, and a little salt, in their food. 


Fowls Lay Majority of 


Eggs During First Year 


Hens lay the majority of eggs during 


their first two laying seasons, and es- 


i pocially during their pullet year, if they 
! nre earlj hatched. If a hen lays well 


during her pullet year she should be 
kept for another year as a breeder.. If 
s-he lays well during her second year 
she should be kept for another year as 
a breeder. The older she is and the 
more culling she survives the better, for 
then she has proved that she has the 
vitality to stand up under long-contin- 
ued laying, and consequently Is valu- 
able as a breeder.
